WASHINGTON, May 1.— The debate in 


the senate today was of a dramatic 'and 
sensational 
character, recalling the 


famous lugalla-Voorhees contest of eome 
years ago. 


Senator Tillman of South Carolina 


again brought his unique personality 
into the debate, bis speech being the 
first of any length since hia memorable 
maiden effort, attacking public officials 
high and low. 
. 


Mr. Tillinan took the floor during the 


diacueeion oi the naval bill and said he 
had found during his brief experience 
here that there wore strange things hap- 
pening in the navy department and all 
other departments. 


"It eeeina to be Buffering from too 


much red tape, too much bureaucracy," 
said he. 


He spoke of the great number of 


bureaus and divisions in the navy de- 
partment which aee-Bftwed and divided 
the responsibility. The senator had 
concluded, that the main purpose wae to 
make as much money as possible out of 
the government. He soon branched off 
to the bond issue and eaid he defied the 
right of the President to issue bonds for 
meeting current expenses. There was 
no law allowing the President to hocus 
pocua and bamboozle the people by do- 
ing by indirection what he would not do 
by direction. 
"A President overrides all decency, 


overrides the will of his party, to ac- 
complish indirectly what he dares not 
do directly." 


Mr. Hill entered the chamber and 


took a seat in front of Mr. Tillmao. The 
latter went on to refer to Mr. Hill's 
designation of him (Tillman) as a Popu- 
list, "one of the tailors 
of Tooley 


street." 
Mr. Hill aaid that he had never 


-classed Mr. Tillman as a Populist. Mr. 
Tillman insisted that Mr. HUl'a re- 
marks as to a "coterie" included him 
and exclaimed lie would rather be in 
auch a coterie than with certain men 
on this aide who go around labelled 
"Democrats" but who were not, and he 
eaid: "I'll prove it

through," the South Carolina eenator 
said that be came from a state that sup- 
ported and followed him and that he 
could place a vote where he desired.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Senator Gear, 


chairman of the senate committee on 
Pacific railroads, today submitted a re* 
port of the committee on the question of 
refunding the government debt of the 
PaciGc roada. The committee appends 
a statement from the treasury depart- 
ment showing wbat the estimated debt 
of the roads to the government will be 
on the first of January, next. 


The Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific 


debts, combined account of both prin- 
cipal and interest, are placed at $54,715,- 
408 and that of the Central Pacific at 
$57,681,514. 


Under the terms of the bill the last 


payment on the Union Pacific debt 
would be made on the first of January, 
1962, and tbe Central Pacific in January, 
197G. 


After discussing the propositions that 


the government acquire and operate 
the Pacific roads or foreclose the govern- 
ment's Hen, tbe committee report suys 
the government had far better abandon 
its entire interest in theao properties 
than take the first step in a scheme ao 
vast and perilous. It should not be un- 
dertaken without full provision for the 
discharge of super liens and the acquisi- 
tion of other valuable properties which 
must be acquired in order to make 
possible the successful operation of tho 
aided parts of the system. It is evident 
that $90,000,000, exclusive of the sink- 
ing fund, would be necessary for this 
purpose. Such an appropriation the re- 
port considers preposterous. 


The advantages of the refunding plan 


proposed are set fortb to be: 


First—The security of the government 


debt is extended BO as to cover all the 
properties of tbe companies, including 
the non-aided lines, and tbe terminal 
properties. The result will he that the 
debt in tho future will be secured upon 
completed railroad properties instead of 
upon detached properties substantially 
without terminals and wholly depend- 
ent upon outside properties for all tbat 
is most essential to independent and 
self supporting railroad systems. 


Second—That the railroad company 


shall pay fixed sums at prescribed dates 
which B 1m 11 reduce the debts of the gov- 
ernment as rapidly as possible and in 
the meantime ehall pay interest at as 
high a rate as the earnings of the prop* 
erty will suffice to pay upon all the 
debt which shall from time to time re- 
main 
unpaid. 
In 
prescribing the 


amounts to be paid, the amount* have 
been fixed ae large as could be expected 
to be considering tbe earning cap:'"

Although more than two years have 
aimed since William Wootton, the aued 
ucber of Keedley, disappeared from 
ortal view, interest in hie fate has 
ever been so far extinguished but tbat 
mere spark of information would re- 
udle it. The recent alleged revela- 
ous of a spirit medium have set many 
irsons to thinking tbat a fresh Bearca 
r tbe body of Wootton might not be 
arren of result. If this search is to 
at tbe county nothing it will be in 
atifyiuR contrast to the investigation 
ade iu 1894. 
"The story of Wootton'a disappear- 
ice is sulticiently fresh In the minds of 


._ie REPUBLICAN 'H readers to make a re- 
apitulation of the details unnecessary, 
ut in view of the methods likely to be 
dopted In the proposed search it IB 
eceasary to state tbe principal facts. 
'illiam Wootton was last seen alive at 
is ranch near Reedley on January 31, 
i94. On tbat date a series of transfers 
ere made by which the Wootton prop- 
rty, valued ut $40,000, virtually passed 
nto the hands of Professor \V. A. San- 
era, who ie now in jail awaitine the re* 
ult of an appeal from a conviction of 
rgery. The forged document was a 
raft pupporting to bear the signature 


William Woottou, and executed atter 
ie latter's disappearance. 
The principal persons engaged in tbe 
arch for Wootton were A. B. Lawson, 
detective, who was shot dead in Los 
nfieles last year; P. F. Peck, a deputy 
heriff of this county, and J. H. (iriffes, 
reporter of tbe San Francisco Exam- 
ier.

EXPERIMENTAL TESTS. 


MANY UUKDBED INCANDESCENT 


LAMPS. 


Irregularities Which Will Be Speed- 


ily Overcome—Bothersome 


Sawdust. 


Something 
over 600 incandescent 


lamps in thia city were connected with 
the substation last night for tbe purpose 
of regulating the current and getting 
everything in good working order. The 
REPUBLICAN office WBB lighted lor a 
couple of hours, and at times the illu- 
mination was very fine; but of course 
the currents were irregular on account of 
the tests tbat were being made. As 
soon as everything ia regulated, the 
current will be called into regular UBO. 


The company ia not charging for the 


service now being furnished, and the 
people who will receive it will not be 
called on to pay for it until such time 
as they receive notice from the company 
to that effect, and that will not be until 
the lights arn in every way firat class 
and ready for constant business. 


The electricians in charge of the works 


will have their hands full for the next few 
few days. Tbey must look after a hundred 
things. Newwireaare being connected; 
new lamps must bo put in; old lines 
changed; currents altered and tested; 
all parts of tbe system must be watched 
with incessant care to prevent overload- 
ing some portion or underloading some 
other part. Tim governors or fuses need 
watching; the bearings of thR motors 
cannot be neglected until it is absolutely 
certain that everything is all right. 


A great electric plant is being put into 


use. The work muat te somewhat slow, 
because mistakes are expensive. It is put 
in section by etjction, and thorough tests ; 
are made, and when the current is fin- \ 
ally turned on for business it is believed : 
that Freann will have a system as nearly 
perfect as it can be made with the pres- 
ent state of science. 
At the power house on the ban Joa- 


qnin the dynamos have been running 
about a munth, and nearly all irregulari- 
ties have been corrected. At the sub- 
station in thia city the machinery IB 
rapidly being regnfated, and the wirea 
and switch boards are receiving constant 
attention. The wirea for the street 
lamps are nrarly all in place, but tho 
polea on which the lamps will hang 
have not vet arrived, although they are 
now on the way. There baa been un- 
nnexpected and unavoidable delay in 
that department- of tbu work, but every 


blng is beiog shaped toward saccew 
and practical perfection. 


An Unexpected diftlcolty was 
en- 


countered last night which caused con- 
ilderable trouble. A box factory on the 
_^orth Fork has commenced operations 
aiid has turned its eawduct into the 
tream. 
This dust stopped up the 


meshes in the screena at tbe entrance to 
he pipe leading from the reservoir to 
he power house, and the interference 
was serious, causing the current to rise 
and fall, and of course making trouble 
all along the line. This difficulty will 
te remedied in a short time. There is A 
aw againai turning saw dust into run- 
ning streams.
